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V. REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable 
over Japanese Publication 07-061414 in view of Brown, Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 
3,279,367). Claims 1-4 and 6 are canceled and therefore the rejection as applied 
thereto is now moot. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Newly-added claims 9-12 include features not shown in the applied art. It 
is respectfully submitted that the present invention comprises only two drums . In 
consideration of this "two-drum" concept, independent claim 9 more specifically 
defines the relationship and functionality between and among the measuring 
drum magnet screening plate, the measuring drum and the sealing drum. In 
particular, claim 9, in part, recites: 

...the measuring drum magnetic screening plate disposed 
internally of the measuring drum in a stationary state between the 
measuring drum magnets and the outer cylindrical measuring drum 
surface such that, as the measuring drum and the sealing drum 
simultaneously rotate, the measuring drum magnetic screening 
plate cuts off a measuring drum magnetic retaining force of the 
measuring drum magnets so that a sealing drum magnetic force of 
the sealing drum magnets attracts the measured amounts of the 
magnetic powder from the respective measuring drum recess and 
into an opposing sealing drum recess with a portion of the first 
continuous wrapping film disposed therein thereby transferring the 
measured amounts of the magnetic powder from the measuring 
drum directly to the sealing drum and retaining the magnetic 
powder and the portion of first continuous wrapping film in the 
respective sealing drum recesses, and .... 

It is respectfully submitted that none of the applied art, alone or in 
combination, teaches the features now recited in new claim 9. 

Claims 10-12 depend from claim 9 and include all of the features of claim 
9. Thus, it is respectfully submitted that the dependent claims are allowable at 
least for the reason claim 9 is allowable as well as for the features they recite. 

Further, Applicants assert that there are also reasons other than those set 
forth above why the pending claims are patentable. Applicants hereby reserve 
the right to submit those other reasons and to argue for the patentability of claims 
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not explicitly addressed herein in future papers. 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration of the application and allowance 
of the pending claims are respectfully requested.
